4. The above inventions are distinct, each from the other because inventions 
I, II, III contain different and unrelated inventions as indicated by different US 
classifications (inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are not 
disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, or different functions, or different effects (MPEP 806.04, MPEP 
808.01)).

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"function/structure". The invention of Group III is of such a breadth that it may be 
directed to any particular requirement/environment for any purpose, Group III is 
different from group I about a mode of operation. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and 
the search required for Groups I, II, and III is not required for the others of 
Groups I, II, and III, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
